The amendment to claim 18 filed after Final Rejection will not be entered because it raises new issue of plural outputs requiring further 
consideration and/or search. 

Response to Arguments. 

After admitting that "Cameron discloses generating a precursory abnormal condition signal" Applicant argues that "neither Cameron nor 
Barritt would have taught or motivated externally outputting the abnormality factor discrimainating signals." 

However, none of the Claims recites such explicit limitation of "externally outputting". Examiner interpretted the claims language in 
accordince with MPEP in a broadest reasonable way. Therefore, signal Vwarm in Fig. 2 of Cameron is interpreted as a precursory 
abnormal condition signal. It is the claims that define the claimed invention, and it is claims, not specification that are anticipated or 
unpatentable. In re Constant v. Advanced Micro-Devices Inc., 7 USPQ2d 1064. 

Applicant further argues that Barritt reference does not disclose all limitations of the claims. In response to such piecemeal analysis of the 
references, it has been held that one cannot show non-obviousness by attacking references individually where, as here, the rejections are 
based on combination of references. In re Keller, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 
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
